PORT ARTHUR HERO 


PLACED ON TRIAL 


Lieutenant General Stoessel Before 


Court Martial to Answer for 


Surrendering Stronghold. 


SCENE IN COURT Of GREAT BRILLIANCY 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 10.—'Before a 


brilliant assemblage of his old com- 
rades in arms, Lieutenant 
General 


Stoessel was this morning placed on 
trial to answer with his life and repu- 
tation for the loss of Port Arthur on 
the 1st of January, 1905, and in firm 
tones and with confident manner the 
general Jleaded 
not guilty 
to the 


charge of needlessly surrendering the 
fortress and thereby humiliating the 
Russian army. 


The trial took place in the auditor- 


ium of the Army and Navy club. The 


room .resembled more a social gather- 
ing of officers of high rank than the 
scene of a court martial. 


Among the judges, spectators and 


witnesses were General Kuropatkin, 
General Linevitch, general Rennen- 
kampf, Vice Admiral Wiren and scores 
of other prominent leaders In the Rus- 
so-Japanese war. 
There were also 


present 200 officers and soliders who 
had been at Port "Arthur and who to- 
day were clothed in their full dress

Gorc't Double Distinction. 


Senator Gore' has the double dis- 


tinction of being the first blind mem- 
ber of tho United States senate and of 
being the youngest man in that body, 
being only 37 years of age.

In childhood, when 


lie was a page in the senate of Missis- 
sippi, his native state. At that time 
he was boarding In the home of 
United States Senator J. Z. George, 
and it is said-those-associations first 
Inspired him with the dream of some 
day being a United States senator, 
which has been his life's ambition. 
He was educated at Cumberland uni- 
versity at Lebanon, Tennessee.

Denver, Col., Dec. 10.—Tho execu- 


tive board of the Western Federation 
of Miners yesterday officially called 
off the strike in the Cripple Creek dis- 
trict of Colorado, giving as the reason 
the fact that the company Is In need 
of skilled mine workers and now by 
calling off tho strike, many union men 
employed "In less favorable places" 
can go to Cripple Creek and accept 
work without violating their union 
pledges. The Cripple Creek 
strike 


was declared August 
12th, 1903, In 


sympathy with the striking mill men 
of Colorado City. The stirring events 
that followed, including tho declara- 
tion of martial law and deportation of 
union miners made Colorado the cen- 
ter of interest, for many months. 


The board also received a message 


from unions In British Columbia stat- 
ing that mine operators are attempt- 
ing to reduce wages-and asking advic 
in the matter. 
The reply was sen 


back to the union men to "stand pat. 
Acting Secretary KIrwin had the fo 
lowing to say: 


"If the reduction as threatened 1 


made In British Columbia more tha 
six thousand skilled miners will la 
down their tools nnd the mining In 
dustry; of the Canadian west will b 
crippled."

H. O'Brien, water commissioner, has 
marlo a contract with the Edison com- 
pany to supply the necessary power 
to operate the pumps. The new sys- 
tem has been Installed at n cost of 
about $2,500,000. 


New York, Dec. 10.—Negotiations 


are in progress for the strengthening 
of the Mercantile National bank, the 
National Bank of North America and 
the Consolidated National bank, ac- 
cording; to the Journal of Commerce. 
Officers of some of the banks however, 
declared that these transactions do 
not contemplate the consolidation of 
the three banks. - 


It Is understood that the directors 


of the Mercantile are considering sev- 
eral propositions and It is expected 
that one of them will be accepted.

GOVERNOR IN THE 


Monongah, W. Va., Dec. 10.—This 


afternoon 141 bodies had been brought 
to the surface from mines No. 6 and 8 
of the Fairmont Coal company, where 
more than 400 miners were killed by 
an explosion last Friday. 


The work of rescue is progressing 


rapidly as possible with the necessary 
precautions for the safety of the work- 
men and it is expected that the mines 
will be cleared of their ghastly burden 
within the next twenty-four hours. A 
steady rain has fallen here since last 
evening, adding to the discomfort of 
the rescuers and making the work of 
recovering the bodies more difficult. 


Hoped to Recover Many Bodies. 
Today dawned with bright prospects 


for bringing to the surface a majority 
of those still In the workings, deep in 
the bowels of the hills and far from 
the entrances. It is believed that the 
preliminary work of the rescuers has 
at last been completed, after many In- 
terruptions and 
complications and 


that conditions are now favorable for 
the expeditions 
gathering together 


and bringing into the open the maim- 
ed and blackened corpses, to secure 
which brave fellow workmen to the 
number of hundreds have been risk- 
ing their lives for nearly ninety-six 
hours.

fogle, of Now York, 
and his testi- 


mony related to the manner In which 
Wulsh became possessed of tho Bed- 
ford stone quarries in Indiana. 
Ho 


said that an indirect purchase of the 
quarries was made by Walsh for $70,- 
000 while they were In the hands of a 
receiver. He said that Walsh ad- ' 
vanced $54,000 for the development 
of the quarries and for the improve- 
ment of railroad facilities. 


George W. Ely, secretary of the 


New York stock exchange, was placed 
on the stand, but was not allowed to 
give any evidence. It was sought by 
the government to prove through him 
that, the stocks and 
bonds 
of the 


Walsh railroad were not listed on the 
exchange. 
The court sustained all ' 


the objections of the attorneys for the 
defense and Mr. Ely was not allowed 
to answer a single question. 


C. H. Forman, of East St. Louis, 


told of the purchase by Walsh of tha 
Centralia and Chester while it was In 
the hands of a receiver. The road was 
eighty-one miles long and no trains 
were running on it when It was bought • 
by Walsh for $450,000. It is claimed 
by the government that thfe Chicago 
National bank was used in the trans- 
action, but the defense declares that 
the transactions were for the benefit 
of the bank.

General Stoessel alone was In civil- 


ian attire and this made Mm con- 
spicuous. 
He wore proudly around 


his neck the cordon of the military or- 
der of St. George, which was confer- 
red upon him by the emperor during 
the siege, and on his breast was pin- 
ned the cross of George HI, awarded 
the General for conspicuous bravery 
in frontier fighting. This 'same covet- 
ed decoration was worn by many of 
the witnesses and spectators. Empty 
sleeves 
and 
crutches, 
especially 


among the men who had been at Port 
Arthur, showed that many of them 
had seen hard sen-ice during the war. 
Wore Thin Uniforms. 


The other accussed Generals, Fock,

"I told 
the brewers of the city more than a 
year ago," said Mr. Healy in his ad- 
dress, " 'You are breeding a condition 
of affairs in Chicago that will eventu- 
ally wipe you out of business. 
You 


have gone to extremes. 
You are go- 


Ing to create a condition of revolt 
that will close many of your saloons 
now doing business.' And that is the 
situation they have brought on today."

OF BILLS BY MR. 


Indiana Congressman Puts 


in Measures to Uphold 


State Laws. 


Washington, Dec. 10.—Representa- 


tive James B. Watson yesterday intro- 
duced a grist of bills, Including two 
that are Intended to banish cigarettes 
from states like Indiana, where anti- 
cigarette laws have been enacted by 
the state legislature. 


One of these prohibits the transpor- 


tation by common carriers or by mail 
of cigarettes or cigarette paner, the 
manufacture or gift of which Is pro- 
hibited by the state of its destination. 
Both the shipper and the common car- 
rier are subject to a fine of $200. 


Another bill by Mr. Watson levies 


a tax of 1 cent per 100 wrappers on 
cigarette paper, whether the paper be 
sold or given away. The manufacturer 
has to pay the tax and It is collected 
through the, medium of 
adhesive 


stamps. 
A bill restricting immigration, in- 


troduced by Mr. Watson, 
will, no 


doubt, attract attention In labor cir- 
cles. It provides that inspection of- 
ficers shall furnish immigrants 
on 


landing with copies of the constitution 
of the United States on uniform paste- 
board slips, each slip containing not 
fewer than twenty words nor more 
than twenty-five words of the consti- 
tution, printed In double small pica 
type In the languages of the countries 
from 
which the 
immigrants come. 


Immigrants who are not able to read 
the words intelligently shall not be al- 
lowed admission to the United States. 


Another bill by Mr. Watson appro- 


priates $25,000 for a fish cultural sta- 
tion In Indiana.

If ever 
brought lo a vote, will show the atti- 
tude of tho closo friends ot President 
Roosevelt, and thus go far toward In- 
dicating tho ultimate position of the 
president himself. The resolution Is 
a copy of one Introduced In tho Forty- 
'ourth congress by the late William

—being meant to apply then to tho 
case of President Grant. It is as fol- 
lows: 


'Resolved, That In the opinion of 


this house the precedent established 
l>y Washington and other presidents 
of the United States In retiring from 
the presidential office after the second 
term has become, by universal con- 
currence, a part of our republican sys- 
tem of government and that any de- 
parture from this time-honored custom 
would be unwise, unpatriotic and 
fraught with peril to our free Institu- 
tions." 


Tho Springer resolution was carried 


by a vote of 233 to 18, with thirty- 
eight representatives recorded as not 
voting. Among those who voted yea 
were two men still In 
congress,

Tho Commerce Trust company, which 
also Is affiliated with the National 
Bunk of Commerce, took part of the I 
assets of tho Stock-Yards bank, and 
furnished cash and sight exchange suf- 
ficient to meet the demands of Secre- 
tary Swanger.

Will Reorganize Another Bank. 


Tho Union Avenue Bank of Com- 


merce, another small branch of tho 
National Bank of Commerce, is In the 
course of reorganization. "I have a 
plan for the re-opening of that bank 
also." said Mr. Cook- today, "which 
I hope will be put through In the next 
few days." 


The directors and stockholders con- 


tinue to work on their plan for re-or- 
ganization of the National Bank of 
Commerce, and last night nine direct- 
ors went to Chicago to meet Wm. B. 
Ridgely, comptroller of the currency 
and talk with him of the affairs of the 
bank.

St. Louis stockholders of the bank, 
who are said to oppose the plans of 
the Kansas City directors, will ask 
that George L. Edwards, of St. Louis, 
be made the permanent receiver.

troller Ridgely was going to Chicago 
and it was "arranged to have a. con- 
ference with him today. 


The directors who left Kansas City 


for Chicago, include some of the most 
prominent men In the city. 


They are said to carry to Comptrol- 


ler Ridgely assurances from Dr. W. S. 
Woods, that he will personally guran- 
tee the prompt sale of $1,000,000 of 
new capital of the company. He said 
he could take care of half a million of 
this if the capital stock of the bank 
is to be increased $1,000,000 as has 
been suggested. 


J. J. Helm, millionaire brewer, said

"If It is found advisable to increase 


the capital stock to $2,000,000, I am 
sure that it can be subscribed within 
24 hours."

a teaspoonful of butter and one of minced 
parsley. 
Tills soup can also be made 
with stock when desired and omit the 
milk. 


Croquettes of Left-Over Meat—If'meat 
has to be bought, one and a. half pounds 
of lean slewing beef cooked until tender 
In boiling water just enough to cover It. 
or any cold meats may be used; ends of 
several kinds are excellent. 
Grind or 
chop very, flne. Have ready freshly boiled 
and creamed Irish potatoes half the quan- 
tity of the meat. Season with two table- 
spoonfuls of tomato catsup, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, half a saltspoon of cay- 
enne, a teaspoonful of parsley and one 
of minced celery. Mix all well together 
and form, sprinkle with flour and place 
In a cool place until ready to fry.

Salsify Patties—Scrap* the salsify, let 
stand Kn hour In cold water Into which 
a teaspoonful of lemon Juice has been 
put. 
Boll until tender, drain, mash and 
moisten with milk. The salsify Is best 
cut Into small pieces before boiling. To 
each cupfull of the moistened salsify add 
one-half teaspoonful of butter, the well- 
beaten yolk of an egg Into which a ta- 
blespoonful of milk Is stirred: season 
with half a teaspoonful of salt «nd a dash 
of white pepper. Place In buttered patty 
shells or a scallop dish,- sprinkle with fine 
bread crumbs, place In a hot oven until 
brown. 


Prune Pudding—Stew one-half pound of 
prunes until soft; stone and chop. Add 
one-half pound of seeded chopped dates, 
one-half cupful of English walnuts and 
a half-cupful of sugar. 
Mix well and 
add the stiffly beaten whites of three eggs. 
Place In buttered dish. Cook about fif- 
teen minutes in a hot oven, 
with cream.

Tho whites of the eggs may bo saved 
from the salsify for the pudding or from 
any other dish where only the yolk is 
needed.

He was sent 


there for attempting to obtain large 
lees from wealthy citizens of 
the 


place for Introducing their wives and 
daughters into the society of the Brit- 
ish nobility. 


A man of protean phases is he, and 


before he went into retirement he had 
cultivated the drawl and the deliber- 
ate manner which are supposed to be 
the true sign 'of the well bred English- 
man. New York, however, knows bira 
best as a brisk, energetic person full 


•' 
of strange notions and large schemes 
and the unwitting inciter of pictur- 
esque riot. 


Little was known of Oscar F. Spate, 


lately known as '"Reginald 
Spauld- 


Ing," until 1900, when he appeared in 
the metropolis, coming from some un- 
known corner of the earth, and de- 
clared he was an expert judge of the 
value of rugs. 
He became a 
rug 


broker and 
established a suite 
of 


offices on the top floor 
of the 
St. 


James building. At one time he had | 
been a salesman in the employ of a 


"* 
Broadway carpet house, and there he 
had learned an Asiatic lingo which 
greatly Impressed all whom 
be in- 


duced to listen to him. 


As an imitator of accent and man- 


ners Oscar F. Spate has few equals. 
He could assume anything, from the 
siang of the Great White Way to the 
pose and language of the connoisseur 
"and the 
antiquarian. 
He 
was 
all 


thirgs to all men. and no matter on 
what theme he talked he presented 
his views in an earnest and convinc- 
ing manner. A Herald reporter who 
knew him when he was in this city 
has seen him in his many phases. 


Spate was a trifle below the me- 


dium height, but he made up in en- 
ergy and volubility -what he lacked in 
size. Although he succeeded in inter- 
esting many persons of wealth in his 
Persian and Turkish fabrics, his stock 
was obtained largely 
on memoran- 


dum, 
and several of the 
important 


houses of this city 
who 
knew his 


Euave ways and his conversational 
•kill were not averse to letting him

have their high priced wares. He dis-

played some of these in his oMces and 
for each he had a romance. 


Here was one which at the risk of 


life and limb and the peril of a slow 
and lingering death had been taken 
across the Persian border.

many centuries. He. Spate, who knew 
all things and was in 
touch 
with 


the Grand Vizier 
of 
the 
Sublime 


Porte, was able, however, to obtain 
the choicest products of the oriental 
looms and to bring them to the west- 
ern world. 


He was often seen in the lofts of 


the Armenian rug sellers, where he 
obtained goods on commission, and for 
a lime his profits were large. He was 
finally overtaken by disaster, however, 
and sought some new field. 


It was then that his Imagination 


turned to the plans for improving the 
conditions of the parks of the city. 
Ho had been .an extensive traveler, 
and in Paris and Berlin ho had seen 
In the parks chairs, for the occupying 
of which a small feo was paid. That 
was the beginning of the 
Comfort 


Chair company, which was Oscar F. 
Spate In a now guise. 


He was supposed to have acquired 


$100,000 worth of the chairs, which 
were made from his own design, and 
he obtained a concession in the sum- 
mer of 1901 from Commissioner Ciaus- 
sen for placing about three thousand 
of the chairs in the parks of the city. 
They looked something like the Mor- 
ris pattern without any of the com- 
fort which goes with it, for they were 
as stiff backed and unyielding as the 
throne of Charlcmange. The make up 
was of cheap wooden frames covered 
with woven rushes and each was pro- 
vided with broad arms. It was a chair 
which was not especially reposeful, 
but Mr.* Spate said It was and also 
that it was for persons of exclusive 
and refined tastes. 


There seomcd to be something 


about the whole project which aroused 
the antagonism of the people of New 
York. Complaints about the 
Spate 


chairs came thick and fast. 
If they 


were placed in the shade the accusa- 
tion was made that by the compliance 
of the park authorities the people were 
obliged to sit on the ordinary benches 
exposed to the glare of the sun. If 
with the altering position of the orb 
of day the chairs got into the sunlight 
the outcry was made that the citizens 
of the metropolis whose taxes sup- 
ported the parks were shut out from 
the privilege of sun baths. 


It was an unhappy day for Mr. 


Claussen when the glib-tongued Spate 
talked him Into the chair scheme. The 
chairs were placed in charge of grey- 
coated 
attendants, 
who demanded 


three or five cents as soon as any one 
sat down in the reserved chairs which 
were placed in rows along the walks 
iu Central Park and in the principal 
squares. Madison •• square had a large 
consignment of them. 
There 
were 


cases reported in which the attendants 
later described as "burly and brutal" 
dragged women and children from the 
seats because they either would not 
pay or did not understand the condi- 
tions. Brawls and fights became of 
frequent occurrence, and early In July 
the disturbances developed into seri- 
ous riotings In many parts of the me- 
tropolis. 


The Spate guards were beaten and 


attacked by the insurgents and then 
the authorities were called upon to 
interfere. 
The reserves turned out 


and dispersed mobs 
amid cries of 


"Kill the police." Arrests of the men 
who had refused to pay the fees took 
place, and, accused of causing a dis- 
turbance, they were dragged to the 
station houses, followed by hundreds 
of sympathizers, who called down de- 
struction on the head of Spate and on 
all those 
In office. 
Several 
public- 


spirited citizens brought suit against 
the city and against the promoter and 
one 
man 
obtained 
an 
injunction 


against him. 


The amiable 
park 
commissioner, 


who explained that he thought he was 
conferring a benefit on the community, 
was in despair. He finally purchased 
the Spate chairs himself and dedi- 
cated them to the 
public 
free of 


charge. They were in use for several 
seasons in out of the way corners of 
the park system, where they were 
marked as reserved for women and 
children, but they dropped into dis- 
use and decay and none of them sur- 
vives as a monument to the scheme. 
Spate effaced himself by going into a 
new field of endeavor. 


Nobody ever suspected him of being 


an expert in electricity, but before a 
week had passed he had so qualified 
and was hard at work founding a cor- 
poration which should examine elec- 
trical appliances of all kinds and de- 
termine whether too many kilowatts 
had been charged against the consum- 
er-He interested capitalists and was 
soon established as an officer of the 
corporation. 
He had 
Just 
become 


thoroughly comfortable amid his new 
surroundings when he was besieged 
by 
numerous 
creditors 
who had 


known him in various businesses In 
which he had been engaged. The com- 
pany found It necessary to eliminate 
him for there were forty-six judgments 
against him, which were constantly 
recurring. The judgment creditors In- 
terfered with the harmonious conduct 
of the new enterprise and the pro- 


moter was dropped. 
The corporation 


has since been successful. 


Nothing more was heard of the sol- 


dier of fortune until the summer of 
1902, when he established a boarding 
house for the theatrical profession at 
Calsklll, and which was a failure. He 
left there leaving its affairs in a tan- 
gled state and went to Europe, where 
he found a complete change of scene 
and new material fitted to his ingen- 
ious and Ingenuous ways. 


His career on the other side of the 


water, although there have been occa- 
sional glimpses of it from time to 
time in the last five years, is best told 
In his own account, which was given 
to tile police and the magistrates in 
Pittsburg, making some allowance 
for the play of a perfervid imagina- 
tion. 
The Boer war offered an at- 


tractive field for a 
born speculator 


and promoter, and he went to South 
Africa, where, he ssiys, he married a 
member of a well known family of 
England, to whom he refers us Lady 
Muriel. 
She had gone as a hospital 


nurse to the Boer war, an;I some of 
her funds were Invested in a diamond 
mine, which also 
proved 
to be a 


monetary failure. 


H<? had 
a disagreement with his 


titled wife and her family, and 
she 


sued him for divorce, according to the 
story he related in Pittsburg. 


He went to Paris, where he obtain- 


ed a concession to operate taxa meter 
cabs, but he never carried the scheme 
to any perfection. It was then that he 
turned his attention to the idea of 
playing upon the vanity of the newly 
wealthy by pretending to obtain for 
them social recognition in society. He 
had acquired a strange mannerism 
which was supposed to be artistocrat- 
ically British 
and was accepted as 


such by many persons with whom he 
came in contact. Arrayed In the loud- 
est tweeds and spats and neckties of 
gaudy hue be appeared in'lhe Smoky 
City and sent letters broadcast to per- 
sons known to be well supplied with 
this -world's goods that he ("Reginald 
Spaulding") then, 
was 
willing and 


able, for a consideration, depending 
on the value of the service rendered, 
to introduce to the "most select so- 
cial circles" any and all who wished 
to avail themselves of his good of- 
fices. 


He received many letters, and even 


somo offers 
advancing him money, 


and there is no telling to what lengths 
his plan may have been carried had 
not some of the very practical busi- 
ness men of Pittsburg decided that 
what he said was all nonsense and 
brought his operations to the atten- 
tion of the police. That was what re- 


sulted in giving Mr. Oscar F. Spate a 
workhouse sentence. 
He accepted his 


fate with becoming nonchalance, say- 
ing rich viands and expensive living 
had given him the gout aiid that he 
would be only too glad of a chance to 
benefit by plainer fare. He defended 
his scheme as entirely legitimate, and 
any one kuowing Spate would have 
no doubt that his audacity would lead 
him to make the attempt to carry out ! 
his contract 
and Indeed 
he might: 


have In a measure succeeded in doing j 
so. 


"In promising as I did." he said be- 


fore lie was sentenced. "I violated no | 
law. 
I could have introduced Pitts-! 


burg persons into the social circles of 
'. 


Grosvenor square, the West End and 
even 
the Court of St. James, 
with I 


presentations to the king and queen. 
English society is impecunious to an 
extent that can hardly be realized by 
wealthy Americans, and I thought J 
might just as well as not arrange to 
have persons from Pittsburg get the 
benefit, of the dull season in London 
in May and June, when the real peo- 
ple are in the Highlands or at their 
shooting 
boxes. 
Why, there were 


members of tho nobility quite willing 
to aid me, especially when one of the 
citizens of Pittsburg offered half a 
million for his individual campaign." 


Mr. Spate is thought of frequently 


by those who know him in this city, 
and they are asking what his versatile 
talents will lead him to do next.

DISEASE IN HIGH PLAGES 


Morgan Herd of Jerseys and 


Iowa State Cows Afflicted 


With Tuberculosis. 


XT ctnrrov x. SHOT.TZ. 


The discovery of tuberculosis in the 


herd of high-bred cattle on the Iowa 
college farm and in the 
pampered 


herds of J. P. Morgan proves the ex- 
treme susceptibility of cows to take 
this disease apparently without re- 
gard to breeding or environment. The 
presence of the disease in the Iowa 
herd has been suspected for some time, 
but no actual tests were applied until 
recently, under the recommendation of 
the state board of health, which urged 
•ill farmers In the state to test their 
cattle. 


The result of the test at the state 


farm shows about one-fourth of all the 
cattle are affected. The imported bull 
Scotland's Crown, at the head of the 
h*rd, died recently and a post-mortem 
developed the fact that he was af- 
fected with the disease, although bis 


i was from other causes. The af- 


tected cattle will be sent to market 
and sold subject to inspection, except a 
few of the choicest animals, which will 
t>« kept Tor breeding 
purposes 
and 


whose progeny will be sold subject to 
tart. 


We should say this is running a very 
treat risk, although the college au- 
thorities claim that tuberculosis is not 
hereditary In man or beast, a state- 
Rent, however, which is not agreed to 
by all authorities. 
The college au- 


thorities will feed the calves from the 
kffected cows on Pasteurized milk or 
>n milk from cows known to be sound 
tad thiu they claim they will be able 
to rear animals that are free from 
diaease. It Is a fact that this method 
la practiced In Europe and with some 
considerable success. A short time ago 
tuberculosis was discovered in a cow 
kn J. P. Morgan's farm, and when th< 
teat was applied to the entire herd 01 
aristocratic Jerseys one-third of them 
were found to be diseased. Mr. Mor- 
faa, with characteristic promptness 
eonalgned every affected animal to th 
•laughter pen. 


The presence of tuberculosis in a 


herd that has had the most careful at 
tentlon. surrounded by every safeguard 
and fed and cared for as befitting thel 
high pedigree, has aroused great in 
forest, if not real consternation, among 
farmers everywhere. If tubcrculosl 
exists for months or years 
wlthou 


dUcorery in the model herds of agrl 
cultural colleges and in those of rich 
farmers like Mr. Morgan the danger 
to the average farmer who generally 
buy* his cows without test is thus 
strongly emphasized. 


The Morgan incident has aroused the 


agricultural department of Now York 
and It hon taken up the matter prompt- 
ly and is now urging all dairymen and 
breeders to subject their cows to test 
without delay. 
It will also endeavor 


to put a stop to the Importation into 
the state of any cattle that have not 
been tested. 


The authorities of every state owe it 


to the public to enforce the laws re- 
garding inspection and testing because 
the spread of tuberculosis Is steady 
and rapid and In becoming a serious 
menace to the health of the people and 
the live Block induntry. 


In some of the western ntatcn hogs 


are «o badly Infected with this disease 
that eastern packers refuse to buy any 
animals that come from certain sec- 
tion* of those states. In fact, New York 
packers will not buy hogs that come 
from any part of Iowa or Wisconsin 


. and tho lines are being more closely 


drawn In all great packing centers. 


Tho effect of such restriction upon 


the live stock business Is found to bo 
very serious and will become worse ev- 
ery year unless prompt and efficient 
meaiuren are taken by tho authorities 
to Induce farmers to clean up. 


Dr. Burton Rogers of the Kansas 


«U.ta college warns the farmers that 
they are likely some day to awaken to 
the fact that tho newly developing 
countries of South America, starting 
rightly as an advantage, will soon 
eradicate tuberculosis from their herds 
and then possibly set up a justified Eu- 
ropean scare against our dairy prod- 
uct* not coming from animals known 
, to be free from tuberculosis. He de- 


clares that, taking the country as a 
Whole, less than 6 per cent 
of 
the 


farmers In the United States are send- 
ing all the tuberculous food animals 
to market and that the other 94 per 
cent owe it to themselves to pass laws 
to protect them and the public. Dr. 
Rogers recommends a system of tags 
by which every animal sent to market 
can be numbered and traced back to 
its owner. 
, 


All infected animals should be sent 


to market subject to Inspection, and 
those not marketed should be sepa- 
rated from the healthy herds. All ani- 
mals should be tested at least once a 
year and all Infected premises should 
be disinfected in a manner recom- 
mended by the Department of Agricul- 
ture to prevent the spread of disease 
to additional animals. 
No cattle or 


bogs should be allowed 'to enter the 
•tate to remain permanently without 
first .having been tested and all infect- 
ed animals sent to market shouldebc 
•old subject to inspection.

Farmers have gained more than al- 


most any other class of property own- 
ers from tho construction ot" suburban 
electric railways in all parts of the 
country. 
As a general proposition 


farm lands in the west have advanced 
50 to 100 per cent in value since 1902. 
On the frontier and in all the newer 
agricultural states the influx of settlers 
would be sufficient to account for this, 
but in the older states where values 
for many years were practically sta- 
tionary there has been a rapid appre- 
ciation during the period named, which 


GOOD PROFIT IN PIGEONS 


Boys on the farm can make excellent profits by raising pigeons, because 


they can be raised more cheaply on the farm than any other place. The grain 
that goes to waste on the average farm will keep 100 pigeons. 


When squabs are four weeks old they ought to weigh one pound each 


and they are worth from 25 to 40 cents In any large market. 


The greatest trouble in starting tho business is to get properly mated 


birds. Always Insist upon dealer's guaranty that tho 
birds 
are 
properly 


mated, and refuse to pay for them until the pairs have started to nest build- 
ing after you have received them. 


Unmatcd pigeons cause a great deal of trouble, and it Is sometimes five or 


six months before they will make up. Meantime they are constantly quar- 
reling and keeping tho other birds In torment.

a place on many farms. 


Some farmers have told mo that 


when they hired me by the month they 
expected me to put In every day, In- 
cluding Sundays, and I have been 
asked after a hard week's work In the 
harvest Held to spend an entire sab- 
bath In cleaning out 
stables, fixing 


fences and doing odd chores. 


Tet the men who had tho check to 


ask mo to do these things were always 
touchy about other people asking them 
to give good measure or to do anything 
whatever for which they wore not fully 
paid. 


The hired man Is just a plain human 


being like the rest of us, and 1 think 
if he and his employer both worked un- 
der tho golden rule there would be less 
friction and better results all around. 


I see that wages of farm hands arc 


advancing and that many farmers feel 
that they are being Imposed upon by 
being forced to pay higher wages than 
they did ten years ago. These farm- 
ers seem to forget that they arc now 
getting: from 25 to 50 per cent more for 
nearly everything the farm produces 
than they were ten years ago, and 
why should they not be willing to pay 
better wages? 


The price of everything, including 


farm labor, Is largely controlled by 
supply and demand, and labor will go 
where It can get tho best wages. 


How can a farmer expect a man to 


work for- $18 a month and board when 
he can earn from ?30 to $50 per month 
and board In other occupations? 
It 


seems to mo there arc two sides to 
this question.—John J. Jaskcr.

No young animals will attain to as 


good results as the ones liberally fed. 


To be too fiery is a fault in a horse 


drawing heavy loads on an uneven 
road. 


Good stock must have good fare and 


attention and then they will make most 
liberal returns. 


The food of support Is more than 


the food of gain under the most fa- 
vorable conditions. 


The fault in overstocking is not al- 


together in having; too much stock, but 
in not having enough feed. 


In breeding defects are 
peculiarly 


persistent and aro more easily stamped 
upon the next generation than good 
qualities. 


Mixed grasses make a. better 
and 


surer pasture than a single variety 
though it be the very best of all. 


Scant feeding of the young animal 


produces that which is all but impos- 
sible to overcome by liberal feeding 
afterward. 


Thcro is no surer destruction to a 


herd, however 
good, 
than that of 


breeding to a bull that Is an inferior 
sire. 


If there is one time more than an- 


other when deep plowing Is beneficial 
It Is when a growth of clover Is being 
turned under. 


Other things being equal, the most 


profitable animal Is the one kept every 
day at the maximum gain consistent 
with health. 


It Is not 
tho magnitude of one's 


business that gives him good results, 
but the manner in which It is con- 
ducted. 


There Is no royal road to success 


and If a man succeeds he must work 
out his own task and execute It with 
a will. 


To wholly abandon a staple crop of 


produce because it is temporarily un- 
profitable Is to lose one's hold on tho 
market when It 
becomes profitable 


again. 


Linseed oil 
Is especially useful to 


pregnant and suckling BOWS. It keeps 
the system In good condition and aids 
very materially In tho milk flow. 


In-and-in breeding Is to bo avoided 


as it tends to impair tho health and 
vigor of the stock aa well as tho feed- 
ing and dairy qualities.

tho farm profltn, but add greatly to 
the looks and value of tho land. 


The dirt and sweat which accumu-

MANURE IS AS GOOD AS GOLD 


One of the Most Valuable By- 


Products, but Too Often 


Absolutely Wasted.

Nature is always just. She requires 


of her workers no more than she fur- 
nishes them ample means to accom- 
plish. 


When we remove two tons of hay or 


50 bushels of corn and two tons of 
stover we are removing a large quan- 
tity of the valuable fertilizing 
ele- 


ments contained in the soil. 


Is it reasonable for us to expect as 


large crops in the future unless we 
supply that soil with some of the es- 
sentials that have been removed by 
taking off those two crops? 


The great law of successful farming 


is to return to the soil an equivalent 
for the crops removed from it. 


By rotation we grow good crops for 


a number of years, but we are only 
prolonging the battle with Nature and 
In time she is sure to win out 


Some will say subsoil and deep plow, 


but these are only another remedy to 
hasten the fertilizing elements Into a 
form that is available for plant food. 


Some of the spellbinders will preach 


dust mulch, some lime, and somo com- 
mercial fertilizers, but when we get 
right down to common sense and con- 
sider the matter In a true and prac- 
tical manner we will not be long in 
discovering that the stable manure is 
the only logical way for the farmer to 
build up his land for future crops. 


A careful study of the methods pur- 


talned. A good profit can be made on 
he stock and also the soil be built 
up while pasturing. I also find a good 
system to follow is to feed all the 
grain and hay and thus keep more live 
stock. This produces more manure and 
returns it all to the soil and thus the 
soil will be gradually built up or main- 
tained and go on producing maximum 
crops. 


Otherwise to go on robbing the soil 


as I have seen many farmers doing is a 
sure way of exhausting the soil. 
I 


know of no better and easier way of 
restoring fertility than by keeping live 
stock. I receive annually a handsome 
sura from sales of hogs, cattle, sheep 
and horses. Also I have built up the 
fertility of my farm until it "now pro- 
duces maximum crops every year.—

times the Help of an Extra

they pull no harder, but they do on 
soft or rough ground. But notwith- 
standing this their case in loading and 
unloading renders them on indispensa- 
ble tool -for the farm, for there are 
many places where lifting labor rather 
than draft is to bo solved. When the 
ground is hard and firm a good team 
ca.n 
handle any ordinary load on tho 


low-down wagon, 


A good way to fit the wagon la with 


a combination wagon box and plat- 
form, the sides being hinged so that 
when raised they form a box 5 feet 
wide and 14 feet long nnd 1 foot.high. 
When dropped to level there Is a pint- 
form 7 feet wide, which answers for 
a hayrack, also for hauling manure, 
crates—In fact, anything. 


stalk of corn 16 fee* 7 Inches tall. , _ 
Tho box max also bo used for haul- 


A dollar's worth of building paper 


will stop many a yawning crack In 
cow stablo or poultry house and add 
to tho milk pall and egg basket. 


Tho lambs should be in the feed lots 


now laying on fat for the Christmas 
markets. 


Another coat of whitewash on the

tho best possible use of all tho stablo 
manure that Is mado by feeding our 
crops on our own farms. 


Such being tho fact, it is obvious 


that the manure, which Is ono of our 
so called "by-products," Is really the 
bank from which we must draw our 
working capital. 


What farmer would think of put- 


ting his good money In any bank that 
was losing., two-thirds of the money 
that was deposited every yoar? Yet 
wo have any number of farmers who 
will allow the valuable fertilizing Cle- 
ments In tho manure to bo washed 
away by tho rain and snow and be 
dissipated by tho air until two-thirds 
of tho fertilizing elements aro wasted. 


Tho stablo manure, both liquid and 


solid, should bo saved by tho use of 
absorbents and tight gutters, and we 
enow of many who have tried hauling 
ho manure direct to tho fields every 
day as fast an It was made and who 
arc having excellent results. In this 
way all ot tho elements of plant food 
:is they are developed are absorbed 
by the soil and we aro not surprised 
at tho good result* that come from 
this method of hauling the manure di- 
rect to the fields. 


Tho saving of liquid 
manure 
Is 


worthy of more attention than it has 
received and should bo given attention 
on all farms whore animals are kept 
and fed in tho stablo during a large 
share of tho year. 


One of the reasons why liquid ma- 


nure has been neglected is because it 
Is difficult to handle, but our experi- 
ence has been that .when plenty of 
straw and litter is used with land 
plaster, or ground Carolina rock, nnd 
it is thus mixed with the solids, we 
have an evenly balanced 'plant food 
that Is adapted to every cultivated 
plant that- is grown by man. • 


After giving the subject of manures 


and their- application a great amount 
of attention, we have arrived at the 
following conclusions, which I think 
will be found right in the main, al- 
though it Is possible that some will 
find other methods better adapted to 
their particular farms or line of farm- 
ing carried on by them: 


Stable manure hauled direct to the 


fields. as fast as made is the 
best 


method of handling it, inasmuch as It 
contains all of the elements required 
to nourish every plant cultivated by 
man. 


That top dressing meadow lands Is 


ono of the best and most economical 
ways of using the manure crop 


The manure spreader is ono of the 


most essential tools and has a place 
on every farm In the country where 
stock Is fed. 


The best results are obtained by ma- 


nuring close to tho surface and not 
by plowing it under too deep. 


We must depend' more upon our sta- 


blo manure and less upon purchased 
fertilizers if we make a profit from 
our lands. 


We should plan a system of cover 


or trap crops to arrest and hold tho 
fertilizing elements until such a time 
as they are needed by growing crops.

know what is going on in the world, 
especially in his own county and town- 
ship. Every smart farmer Is more or 
less of a politician. He must be, or 
before he knows It the men who are 
at the head of affairs will grow slack 
and corrupt. 


In short, the smart farmer Is the 


one who works more with his head 
than he does with his hands.

WORK WITH SICK PLANTS 


Due to 
Lack of System in 


Measuring and Weigh- 


ing Rations.

If strict accounts are to be kept ol 


consumption and supply unvarying 
and systematic arrangements of weigh- 
ing and measuring must be adhered to; 
and while such a course may be fol- 
lowed by leisured people and all anxious 
to increase their knowledge, which al- 
ways can be imparted to others, very 
many of the actively engaged farmers 
cannot give such matters sufficient at- 
tention to meet all cases—or think they 
cannot. 


Weighing and measuring are a guide 


which prevent errors in all forms. They 
enable one to regulate his outgoings and 
incomings and to be always acquaint- 
ed with his position. Without weights 
and measures feeding may be done ex- 
travagantly, indeed superfluously, or 
it is possible too much economy may 
be observed. A great deal is done by 
guessing, Vnd the process is generally 
• 


futile. 
V 


Appropriate and correct weights and 


measures of food to suit the require- 
ments of all classes of animals should 
now he known to all. Very many ap- 
prove of them and some adhere to them 
strictly, while others think they cannot 
be far off the mark by feeding at ran- 
dom. 
This may bo started fairly ac- 


curately, but more or less carelessness 
is apt to creep in and in time if "many 
were asked hoxv much of the different 
foods they were giving to each animal 
they would be quite unable to give a 
correct reply. 


This almost gives the idea that one 


is going on without knowing what is 
being done—a very unsatisfactory po- 
sition. 
Some do not 
measure 
and 


weigh because they think too much 
food would bo given, and -if given by 
guess something will be saved and less 
will suffice. It is quite as easy to ex- 
ceed the correct quantities under such 
i rulo of thumb system as to be un-° 
der them. 


Some feeders say that they gavo 


more food during a certain time to ac- 
complish^ a particular purpose 
than 
^ 


they had any idea of or intended, but 
uneasiness on that score can never oc- 
cur when weighed and measured, as all 
actually know what will be needed be- 
fore it is either brought in or con- 
sumed. It is well known that all who 
are intrusted with tho giving of food 
to animals are not of the most pains- 
talcing disposition and much more food 
is given one day than another, which Is 
a very Incorrect way of feeding, but 
when by measure or weight It is al- '\ 
most impossible to make mistakes. 
A- 


It 
is 
decidedly 
Inconvenient 
to 


weigh every time, or dally, but meas- 
ures are most handy, as. whether given 
by weight or bulk, the measure will 
always Indicate It. If four pounds, five 
pounds or six pounds of cake or meal 
have to be given, weigh it, empty It 
Into measures, note tliu part It fills: 
then it can be portioned out as quickly 
as shoveling it. Mangels and 
chaft 


can bo treated in1 the same way, anil 
grain and other foods for horses should 
always bo measured. 


In mixing up large heaps of food for 


Christmas 
cactus 
needs but little 


root room and the soil should bo porous 
—rather sandy—with good drainage. It 
Is liable to lose Its roots If kept too 
wet. 


Watering a cactus too freely some- 


times causes It to rot off at the base. 
Tako the plant off, cut away the de- 
cayed part with a sharp knife, let it 
dry a few hours, then insert a half inch 
in moist sand, and it will throw out new 
roots,-then it can be repotted. 
Cac- 


tuses, as a rule, are Injured by too free 
watering during winter. 


If your plant gets broken, if it is riot 


entirely separated from the main stalk, 
straighten it back into position care- 
fully and wind a narrow strip of soft 
cloth around the break, as you would 
bandage a broken limb, leaving one erod 
of the strip long enough to fasten to a 
slender stake set upright in the pot to 
hold the plant. Wet the bandage thor- 
oughly every day and leave till you are 
sure the break is healed. 


Sometimes a good treatment of let- 


ting alone is the best thing that can 
be given a discouraged or sulky plant. 
Many things are killed by kindness or 
what is intended to be such.

weighed or measured out according to 
the number, mixed well and again dis- 
tributed by measure, but not always- In 
equal proportions. This is an impor- 
tant matter. In a batch of, say, cows 
that arc giving milk, some will bo giv- 
ing a full supply, others not more than 
halt ami somo less than thin. To'givo 
all equal weight and measure and a 
full allowance would be quite suitable 
for those In full profit, but It would 
never pay to feed the half dry ones at 
the same rate; and when feeding has 
to be done in this grading fashion con- 
siderable time and intelligence, should 
bo exercised, as It is here economy in 
feeding may be wrought or extrava- 
gance indulged in. 


The same rulo applies" to horses. 


Those that are worked hardest should 
receive the most food; but. tho sams 
method that would feed all cows alike 
would apply the rule to the horses and 
other animals, too, and it Is insupport- 
able in all Instances, particularly in 
dealing with the more expensive foods,
